At a special general meeting of the 
C. P. R. shareholders In Montreal the 
other day, a resolution was adopted

What we .wish :to call atten- 
tion especially to was the fact men- 
tioned by the president in his address 
that the gross revenue of the company 
for the current year is estimated to 
be $60,000,000. - The gross revenue for 
the year 1903 was, $37,B0O;00p— a jump 
"of izS.OOOiOOd in three years, or of over 
$7,000,000 per annum. 

At this rate, the annual receipts of 
the C. P. R. will soon overtake those 
of tlie Dominion of Canada itself, 
which In ^1904 were $70,000,000 In round 
numbers. ' In a' financial sense, there- 
fore, tho C. P. R. is an empire within 
an empire. 

Incidentally, we may remark that 
tlieliCi.P.'.R., Is a 'great spender, as well 
ns a ' great maker. Since 1901, the 
president informed the shareholders,' 
the company had expended about 
$50,000,000 in all in additions to the 
lolling stock and ;in^;to)5rMislng and
